The following resolutions 
were passed by the UCSC fac- 
ulty at the Academic Senate 
meeting Thursday afternoon: 
Resolution I: 

1, The response of police, 
National Guard, and sherrif 
officers to the current situa- 
tion in Berkeley has been and 
continues to be grossly out of 
Proportion to that situation, 
whatever the issues that brought 
it about. 

2. We condemn that violence 
in the strongest possible terms. 

3. We call on the Univer- 
sity of California administra- 
tion, and in particular the ad- 
ministration of the Berkeley 
campus, to disassociate itself 
from the violence at Berkeley, 
and to condemn it as we donow, 

4. We insist that if the 
educational functions of the Uni- 
versity of California are to con- 
tinue, the National Guard and 
outside police must be removed 
from Berkeley and the state of 
extreme emergency be ended, 
Resolution 1: 

The faculty of the Santa Cruz 
campus shares the outrage of 
our students and resolves to 
participate fully in any appro- 
priate ceremonies, discus- 
sions, and events planned by the 
students for Monday and Tues- 
day, May 26 and 27, and to 
share the responsibility for 
finding suitable public expres- 
sions of our concern. 

We pledge our efforts to 
maintain our committment to 
education, cooperating with our 
students by rescheduling clas- 
ses, meeting them, or making 


Special assignments, and dis- 
couraging acts of violence on 
our campus by any persons for 
any goals, 

Resolution III: 

We conderin the permissive 
attitude of the governor of the 
State of California with respect 
to police violence. 

Resolution IV: 

We request that campus po- 
lice at UCSC not wear or carry 
firearms, 


Summary of week's action at Berkeley, 


(On Thursday morning, May 
15, at 4:00 A,M., 400 local 
police officers cleared seventy- 
five persons from the small 
Strip of land near the Berkeley 
campus known as ‘‘People’s 
Park’’?, The University of Cal- 
ifornia, which had purchased the 
land and torn down several 
houses on the property last 
June, hastily constructed a 
chain-link fence, in Chancel- 
lor Heyn’s words, ‘‘to re-es- 
tablish the conveniently for- 
gotten fact that the field is in- 
deed the University’s and to ex- 
clude unauthorized persons 
from the site.” 

Later in the day, police fired 
on demonstrators protesting the 
park action with birdshot and 
double-0 buckshot. Over one 
hundred persons were injured 
by shotgun blasts; others were 
beaten and gassed.) 

SANTA CRUZ: Stevenson Stu- 
dent Council, meeting in em-

STRIKE DEMANDS 


Last week 116 people were shot in Berkeley, and one is now 
dead, The acts of violence--shootings, beatings, use of gas as 
a weapon--that have occurred in Berkeley around the issue of 
the People’s Park since May 15, constitute one more episode 
in an escalating series of violent confrontations that have 
been occurring in this country for too long. It has been hap- 
pening to the Third World peoples for years. We condemn the 
brutal force used as a means to implement policy; such action 
will do nothing but worsen already serious tensions. 

The cry for law and order in our society must be questioned: 
whichcame first--the Black Liberation Movement or white 
racism; the self-determination struggle of the Vietnamese 
people, or outside intervention; the People’s Parkor the state’s 
refusal to respond to the needs of the people? We understand 
that repression is a consequence of resistance to oppression, 
The oppression in Berkeley has been so pervasive that even 
our attempts to mourn the death of our brother Jarmes Rector 
were met with violence -tear gas, CS nausea gas, and blister 
gas, The way to end violence is to end the oppression. 

Thé University’s action in Berkeley is indicative that the 
University administration has allowed itself to become sep- 
arated not only from the needs of the surrounding community, 
but from the students and faculty as well. The University 
must be responsible and responsive to those who constitute 
it. Regents and administrators can no longer act on behalf 
of the University community without effective student and 
faculty participation and approval. 

Therefore, we call for a University-wide strike, to iraplement 
the following demands: 

1) The University of California immediately meet the requests 
of the People’s Park Negotiating Committee to return the park 
to the people. 

2) The National Guard and outside police must be removed 
from Berkeley and the state of emergency must be lifted, 

3) The University of California, the City of Berkeley and 
the County of Alameda must pay for all medical and legal 
expences incurred during the disorders since Thursday, May 
15, 1969, 

4) All charges against persons involved in actions to save 
the People’s Park since Thursday, May 15, 1969, must be 
dropped, and all arrested persons must be released, 

5) Legal acticn imust be taken against those administrative, 
governmental, and police officials wt.o perpetrated the violence 
at Berkeley and the present structure of planning and adminis- 
tration of the university be revised to give students and faculty

University and the City of Berk- 
eley for its action against dem- 
onstrators., 

(By Thursday evening, Gov- 
ernor Reagan declared a state 
of emergency and called up al- 
most 1000 National Guardsmen 
for duty in Berkeley. On Fri- 
day, May 16, 5000 demonstra- 
tors gathered in the campus 
area to protest Thursday’s pol- 
ice action, and on Saturday, 
May 17, California Highway Pa- 
trol units joined the National 
Guard and local police to dis- 
perse all public gatherings on 
campus and in the streets of 
Berkeley.) 

SANTA CRUZ: A small group 
of individuals under the leader- 
ship of Jon Sumida, a Steven- 
son College student, began plan- 
ning for protest action against 
the Central Services building. 
By Sunday night, Sumida’s group 
had decided to risk arrest by 
closing down the building in sup- 
pert of two demands; the re- 


moval of guns from the Santa 
Cruz campus, and the public 
disavowal of the Berkeley in-= 
cident by Chancellor McHenry. 

On Monday morning, at 5:45 
A,.M,, Sumida and his group of 
twenty students carried out 
their Shut-down by chaining the 
doors and barricading all points 
of entry. The group remained 
outside the buildingatalltimes, 
while denying access to others 
and protecting the building from 
vandalism, 

Meanwhile, the newly-formed 
Radical Union joined Sumida’s 
group at Central Services and 
organized four ‘action come 
mittees’’ at all points of entry. 
By noon, over 600 students 
gathered around the building in 
support of Sumida’s non-violent 
shut-down. 

Rumors of police concentra-= 
tion at Safeway in anticipation 
of a court injunction against the 
occupation of Central Services 
were heard often, although Vice 
Chancellor Hyde later stated 


dents, meeting in the Merrill 
Dining Hall, voted to begin the 
Strike immediately. The me- 
eting, by far the largest of the 
four, confirmed four of the five 
strike demands and substituted 
a revised fifth demand. 

Spokesman from the B,S,A, 
organizations on four UC 
cai.puses addressed the strike 
rally and declared support for 
the strike action in accordance 
with their own strike demands, 
“The Santa Cruz B,S.,A, ex= 
presses Solidarity with strikers 
on all nine campuses inaccord- 
ance with our own B,S,A, strike 
demands,’’? stated Peter Allen 
of the Santa Cruz Black Students 
Alliance. 

Following the decision, the 
students met in small ‘‘action 
committees’’ to discuss tactics 
for the strike, 

Action on the other UC came 
puses this week regarding is- 
Sues percipitated by the Berke 
eley tragedy included a 2,000 
student sit-inonthe UCLA cam- 
pus. The students occupied the 
massive administration build- 
ing in an over-night, non-vio- 
lent demonstration. They sub- 
mitted a list of demands to 
Chancellor Young which includ- 
ed a three-point statement de- 
manding Young to 1) support the 
prople of Berkeley in their at- 
tempt to have the troops with- 
drawn from the Strife-torn 
community, 2) return the Peo- 
ple’s Park to the people, and 
3) have the University pay all 
legal and medical expenses of 
those arrested or injured inthe 
Berkeley confrontations, 

In a noon rally Thursday the 
Chancellor of UC Davis an- 
nounced his full support of a 
three-day class boycott begin- 
ning today, Inaddition, they sent 
a telegrarm to Governor Reagan 
urging the withdrawal of all 
troops from Berkeley. 


At UC Santa Barbara the 
Chancellor made public his in- 
tention to urge Chancellor 
Heyns of Berneley to take all 
possible action towards remove 
al of the military. UCSB stu- 
dents voted Thursday onaclass 
hoycott and several organiza- 
tions are holding meetings to 
discuss means of showing sup- 
port for the students at UCB. 

At the southernmost campus 
of the University of California, 
Chancellor McGill issued a

that no injunction had been 
drawn up or intended. By 4:00 
P.M,, Sumida’s group issued 
a statement of victory and an- 
nounced its intention to leave 
the building. At the same time, 
the Radical Unicn ore 
ganized several large meetings 
around the building to discuss 
further tactics. Those meet- 
ing decided to leave the build- 
ing and meet in the evening 
in Cowell College. 

The Cowell meeting, held 
under the leadership of the 
Radical Union, was ate 
tended by approximately four 
hundred students who voted to 
call a two-day general strike 
for all nine campuses to pro- 
test the University’s role in 
the Berkeley incident. Among 
the policy decisions made at 
the meeting: the establishment 
of an open coordinating com- 
mittee instead of a steering 
committee, a strict policy of 
open discussion and voting at

UC complicity condemned 


James Rector, a young man from San JoSe, was among 
hundreds of students and Berkeley residents who were fired 
on by Berkeley police and Alameda County deputies on Thurs- 
day, May 16. Rector died in Herrick Hospital on Monday, 
May 19, and hundreds of people mourning his death at Sproul 
Plaza were attacked from the air with Several types of gas 
after exits from the area were closed off by National Guards- 
men, 

Frank Madigan, Alameda County Sheriff, authoritatively 
stated that police were issued only birdshot for use in shot- 
guns against the crowds on Thursday. 

Frank Madigan lied. Rector was hit by 00-buckshot, about 
the size of a marble. 

Herrick Hospital doctors, in their first releases, stated 
that the cause of the 20-year-old’s death was ‘‘acute heart 
failure.” 

Herrick Hospital lied. The Alameda County Coroner stated 
that Rector died of wounds from shotgun blasts. 

We are witness to lies, brutality, the use of ‘‘emergency 
states’’ to suppress Constitutional rights of assembly and free 
speech, and to murder. The University of California is guilty 
of complicity to all of these crimes against the people of 
California; the violence which crushes Berkeley today and 
which threatens all nine campuses is a reSult of the Universi- 
ty’s appalling deviation from its task of serving the people 
of California. 

The University’s deviation did not begin with People’s 
Park, nor is the Park the primary issue. Complicity began 
with the University’s willingness to pander its resources to 
industry anda the military. Serious violations of its public 
rust have taken place at Davis, where defoliants are being 
developed, and at UCLA, where bio-chemical warfare is under 
development, as well as at Berkeley, where the University’s 
administration is guilty of extraordinary over-reaction. 

The effects of this deviation, however, became critical 
last Thursday, when the University felt that its interests and 
its functions had to be defended by attacks on its students 
and the surrounding community. The horror of the last week 
is merely an indication of the misdirection and misuse of 
the University of California by its Regents and its adminis- 
tration, 

Students, faculty, and employees can no longer remain 
Silent, unless they are willing to be a party to the lies, brutal- 
ity, and murder which has taken place. Immediate and em- 
phatic action must take place to demonstrate the loss of con- 
fidence in the leadership of the University, and the horror at 
its participation in acts of war and violence. 

We wholeheartedly support the all-campus strike com- 
mittee’s call for a nine-campus general strike on Monday 
and Tuesday. We condemn the complicity of the University 
in lies, brutality, and murder. Finally, we encourage all 
Students, faculty, and employees to demonstrate their in- 
dignation and revulsion by participating in non-violent ex- 


pressions,

Our only Spokes- 
man was Jon Sumida. He rep- 
resented only those who walked 
into the entrances at 5:45 and 
the many persons who acted as 
‘‘administrative’”? help on the 
outside. There were other 
speakers and other  partici- 
pants, To the extent that they 
protested the events in Berk- 
eley, we were with them and they 
with us, 

It was determined ky our 
twenty people to withdraw at 
4:00. We had made our point, 
and further occupation would 
have perhaps endangered the 


Success. Our responsibility lay 
in moving towards protest that 
could enbrace the entire cam- 
pus, That we are now partici- 
pating in.

Monday, students participated 
in the first seizure of an ad- 
ministration building at UCSC.

The seizure merited ban- 
ner headlines in the Santa Cruz 
Sentinel; the myth of the magic 
mountain was destroyed! For 
your unparalled success, I con- 
gratulate you. Yesterday, we 
showed that unopposed students 
--even a fraction of our stu- 
dent enrollment --could shut 
down Central Services. All 
power to the people] 

That evening students who 
were able to endure the mean- 
derings of the three hour plan- 
ning rally sent out the callfora 
2 day general strike at all 9 
UC campuses, demanding the 
return of the ‘people’s park’ 
to ‘the people.’ A suggestion 
that the University might rent 
the land to the city of Berk- 
eley for a city park was not 
enough; we want a _ people’s 
park! Power to the people! 

At that meeting, an essen- 
tial question was; will the fac- 
ulty back us? They might be 
laying their jobs on the line; 
so, will the faculty back us? 
The strike will fail without 
them; we need to have unity; 
we want solidarity. The fac- 


ulty must back us] 

When a professor noted that 
if the faculty Struck en masse 
it would make little difference 
whether the students struck at 
all, students were even more 
enthusiastic. Certainly, now the 
Strike will succeed. If there 
were no professors, no students 
could attend classes. Our strike 
would be won! The University 
would be shut down! All power 
to the people! 

Simple, isn’t it? Yes, you can 
shut down the University IF 
YOU HAVE THE FACULTY DO 
IT FOR YOU!!! And what will 
it show: students have power; 
the faculty has power. And what 
do we do with it; we shut down 
the University! 

In numbers there is power; 
in force there is power; in 
action there is power. This is 
the power of the coward, the 
weak-willed, and the thought- 
less, Strike now without regard 
for what you are striking; bring 
an end to the evil University! 
Power to the people! 

The people’s park is a pre- 
text; do we try to shut down 9 
campuses over a block long 
plot of land? The issue of police 
using rock salt and bird shot 
is a pretext; reprehensible and 
odious though this may be, does 
it give us a valid excuse for 
which to shut down the Univer- 
sity? Police having guns on 
campus Similarly is a pretext. 
These are all pretext, but they 
may get you to Strike. 

For several years, radicals 
and militants--many of whom 
are the leaders of this strike-- 


have wanted to seize Central 
Services. For years, they have 
wanted a Strike. Now they feel 
that they have enough people 
behind them, These militants 
will strike for any reason; they 
want to destroy the University: 
the University is evil! Kill the 
monster University! Just listen 
to them at the rallies. If others 
need reasons, let them bring 
their reasons with them; but we 
just want their bodies, 

This strike is not a demon- 
stration; it is a battle. This is 
not a walk-out; it is a strike. 
We do not just ask students and 
faculty to leave their classes, 
Some will not. What do we do 
with them? Get the faculty to 
walk out so that students won’t 
have any classes .oattend. Then 
what does our strike show?-- 
power, not reason; power, not 
support; power, not justifi- 
cation. And if some faculty do 
not strike, what do we do? 
Prevent them from having 
class; prevent students from at- 
tending class| And we also Sup- 
port academic freedom and free 
speech! Academic freedom 
when it suits us; free speech 
when we are the speakers. 

But the strike is a first bat- 
tle, a skirmish, It is not the 
whole war, But the war will 
come. A two day strike this 
quarter. Yes, but it is just to 
give us time to plan a total 
shutdown in the Fall. Nine cam- 
puses of the University shut 
down! Don’t we have power? 
Yes, and how do we use it? 

But California has a Gov-- 
ernor: the University has 


Regents; Santa Cruz, Berkeley, 
Los Angeles, Davis, they all 
have police and sheriffs, Our 
only Weapons are demonstra- 
tions, strikes, and seizures. 
But the Governor and the Reg- 
ents and the police also have 
weapons, We have seen some, 
Mace, clubs, gas, and jail-- 
that is only the beginning. 

We can shut down the Uni- 
versity. But who can start it 
again? Can we really? The Uni- 
versity of California just cele- 
brated its first centennial, It 
always was and will be here-- 
or will it? We can shut down 
the University, but so can the

the legislature. They can; soon 
they may.

The following statement was 
issued yesterday by Charles J, 
Hitch, President of the Univer- 
sity’ 

All of us are saddened and 
disturbed by what has occurred 
in Berkeley this past week, and 
I have thought very carefully 
what I might say to you to help 
ease the situation. One of the 
things that we all can do is to 
make sure we have the facts: 
on many campuses, rumor has 
outstripped reality. 


There have been rumors that 
Chancellor Heyns called inpol- 
ice forces from outside Berk- 
eley and the National Guard. 
This is not true. The outside 
forces were called by civil au- 
thorities, 

There have been rumors that 
students have beenkilled during 
the demonstrations, This is not 
true, I am profoundly sorry that 
a young man visiting Berkeley 
did die from injuries incur- 
red on Thursday last and that 
some Students, law enforcement 
officers, and others have been 
injured, but no students have 
lost their lives. 

There have been rumors that 
Chancellor Heyns is respon- 
sible for deter mining the tactics 
used by police and National 
Guard forces incontrolling dis- 
ruptive behavior. This is not 
true. I deeply regret that those 
in authority decided that certain 
tactics were necessary to pro- 
tect persons and property, but 
these and other tactics are not 
the responsibility of University 


authorities. The outside forces 
are under the direction of the 
Sheriff of Alameda County. 


I have utmost confidence in 
Chancellor Heyns. . He is pure 
suing the solution to this ter- 
ribly complex problem in all 
good faith, but he cannot do this 
job alone. The University’s 
ability to survive and learn from 
this crisis will depend on all of 
us; students, faculty, staff and 
community. We will need good- 
will and sympathy and construc- 
tive ideas and actions--from all 
sides. We will need to be self- 
critical and understanding ofall 
views. We must have a lowering 
of the scale of violence, and it 
is the responsibility of each of 
us aS individuals to refrainfrom 
inflaming the situation at Berke 
eley or at any other campus. 


ICB vote due 


The Inter-College Board has 
postponed its election to raise 
college fees by $3.50 until next 
Wednesday and Thursday, May 
28 and 29. On those days ballot 
boxes will be available in the 
college offices andinlunch lines 
at all four colleges. 

In other action the ICB, anad- 
visory board to Chancellor 
McHenry , has decided to meet 
with the Chancellor only when 
Special issues arise or when 
there is a real need for come 
munication.

300 arrested in Berkeley bust

Yesterday afternoonin Berk- 
eley, police arrested between 
250 and 300 people for ‘‘failure 
to disperse.’? The arrests, 
made at the intersection of Shat- 
tuck and Center Avenues, fol- 
lowed a complete encirclement 
of the intersection by several 
hundred of the National Guard 
troops which have now been 
stationed in the beseiged city 
for one week. 

Upwards of 700 demon- 
strators gathered at Shattuck 
and Cedar at 12:30 P,M,, and 
had marched only about six 
blocks in their continuing pro- 
test, when demonstrators and 
bystanders alike were herded 
into the intersection and shoved 
into waiting paddy wagons and 
sherriff’s busses, The demon- 
Stration was the latest ina 
series of protests which have 
arisen from the Seizure of 
People’s Park ty National 
Guardsmen and Police one week 
ago. 

Those demonstrators who 
were not arrested regrouped on 
the North Lawn of the campus 
until they were broken up by 
club-swinging Berkeley Police. 
They then sought refuge at the 
campinile, before proceeding to 
Sproul Plaza where the demon- 
stration fizzled out. 

Meanwhile another croup of 
protestors were beaten by 
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police on Telegraph Avenue. 

The Berkeley ASUC voted on 
a referendum which Stated: 

‘We the Associated Students 
of the University of California, 
endorse the preservation of the 
land currently known as the 
People’s Park, as it was prior 
to Monday, May 12, 

We support the principle of 
its continued use and develop- 
ment by the citizens and stu- 
dents of the Berkeley com- 
munity.’” 

Other developments in Berk- 
eley included widespread sign- 
ing of a faculty petition stating 
their unwillingness to teach 
until peace is re-established by 
removal of police and troops 
from the strife-torn campus. 

As on Wednesday when inade- 
quate routes of escape were 
provided students fleeing tear

The Al- 
ameda County Coroner later re- 
leased a statement that Rector 
had died of gunshot wounds, and 
that large buckshot had been 
found in his body. Demonstra- 
tors mourning his death at 
Sproul Plaza were attacked by 
National Guard helicopters with 
several types of tear-gas, 
nausea-gas, and blister-gas af- 
ter exits frorn the plaza were 
sealed off by National Guards- 
men.)

The requirements fo: the 
Science Major (in addition to 
campus and cotlege graduation 
requirements) are the follow- 
ing: (1) To choose at least 
two members of the science 
faculty who will act as spon- 
sors for the student’s Major 
program, and with them to plan 
a program which must be appr-= 
oved by the sponsors as being 
educationally viable for this 
student. 

The Major program must in- 
clude at least twelve science 
courses, among which at least 
six must be upper division. 

Science courses are. all 
courses offered by the Board 
of Studies in Astronomy, Bio- 
olgy, Chemistry, Earth Sc- 
iences, Information and Com- 
puter Sciences, Mathematics, 
and Physics, Anyother Boards, 
particularly Anthropology, Ge- 
ography, and Psychology, may 
request that the Committee on 
Courses deem any of their 
courses to be science courses. 

For the purpose of the Science 
Major, many lower division 
non-introductory courses may 
be taken for upper division 
credit by undertaking certain 
extra work on prior arrange- 
ment with the instructor. 

(2) To pass satisfactorily 
the courses contained in the 
plan or acceptable substitutes, 

(3) Either to pass a compre- 
hensive examination (writtenor 
oral) in appropriate subjects, 
administered during the senior 
year by an two faculty mem- 
bers designated by the spon- 
sors ( the sponsors themselves 
may serve on the examining 
committee), or to complete a 
senior thesis approved by any 
two faculty members design- 
ated by the sponsors (the spon- 
sors themselves may make the 
approval).
